THISTLEDOWN ...A BRIEF HISTORY 

HOW IT ALL STARTED . . . Organized racing began in Ohio in 1837 in Cincinnati, with Through- 
breds being recruited from Kentucky. 

Later, horse racing spread to other towns and Cleveland was one of them. Newspaper accounts 
indicate that the first racing in Cleveland was staged over an unmarked course on Kinsman Road, 
several miles from Public Square. 

Public interest in Thoroughbred racing surged during the 1920s and tracks began to spring up 
throughout the area. 

A race meeting was held in Chagrin Falls in 1920, backed by three French-Canadians. 

Thistledown was built by John H. MicMillen & Associates in 1925, the track then being known as 
Thistle Down Park because of the many thistles on the site. The opening program was held on July 20 and 
18,000 fans turned out to see what was called by some “The Saratoga of the West.” 

Racing was conducted at Thistle Down Park, with its wooden grandstand and Colonial-style 1 
clubhouse, through the 1944 season.

In the 1960s the nationally-known developer and builder, Edward J. DeBartolo of Youngstown, 
Ohio purchased the track and properties. 

DeBartolo has built Thistledown’s premier attraction, the Ohio Derby, into one of the nation's 
outstanding races. The 1984 event was escalated from $150,000 to $200,000. 

In 1985 the Inaugural Running of the $100,000 Added Rose DeBartolo Memorial Handicap was added 
to the Ohio Derby Day Card.

Jones, a Chicagoan who now makes his home here, was 
appointed General Manager of Thistledown in 1977. 

At 42, one of the youngest such executives in the country, 
Jones has impressed everyone with his organizational ability, 
his energetic and innovative thinking and his knowledge of rac¬ 
ing. Adding to his qualifications as an executive, Jones has a 
track record of outstanding public speaking appearances, with 
a superb command of the English language. 

In 1978 Jones was appointed to the post of Executive Vice 
President of operations for Thistledown and also for Balmoral 
Park Race Track in Crete, Illinois, owned by Edward J. DeBartoio. 

In 1977 1983, he was honored by the Black Identity Organ¬ 

ization in Lexington, Kentucky, for his achievements and contribu¬ 
tions to racing as a black executive. On hand to pay tribute to 
Jones for the award was Thistledown's President, Edward J. De¬ 
Bartoio. 

Under Jones’ administration of the track, numerous inno¬ 
vations and improvements have occurred. The building of new 
barns, construction of a Vz-million dollar jockey’s facility; pur¬ 
chase of the new sell/cash Autotrak wagering system; construc¬ 
tion of a new all-weather racing strip; contribution to several 
major pieces of legislation, including simulcasting; additional 
purse money to horsemen, In addition to the completed improve¬ 
ments (the 1985 installation of the 19’ x 50' Diamond Vision a full- 
color video display system), Jones is responsible for a $23 million 
major improvement project (completed in March of 1986) that 
includes a glass-enclosed climate controlled grandstand; new 
horse barns; sleeping accommodations for backstretch personnel; 
The Ecorche dining terraces, Bistro and Gourmet facility; Home¬ 
stretch Party Center; Patio; new seating and box section; and 
tote board.

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THE OHIO DERBY 

The Ohio Derby is the oldest and most famous horse race 
staged in the Buckeye State and one of the premier races on 
the North American racing calendar. The inaugural running was 
decided in 1376 over the Chester Park course of the Queen 
City Jockey Club in Cincinnati, where it was renewed annually 
through 1883. The purse grew from the SI ,000 offered in 1876 
to $200,000 guaranteed in 1984. Of all the great classics for 
three-year-olds, only the Travers, Jerome, Withers, Belmont, 
Preakness, California and Kentucky Derbies can claim more 
ancient lineage. 

The Ohio Derby was revived at Maple Heights, a Cleveland 
track, in 1924. A famous runner, Black Gold, accounted for a 
quartet of Derbies that year, including the Kentucky and the 
local version of the historic English race. The aptly named Black 
Gold was the property of an oil rich Indian and later became 
the subject of a motion picture. 

During the following decade, The Ohio Derby was contested 
at Maple Heights, Bainbridge and at Thistledown, where a final 
running took place in 1935. The depression forced discontinu¬ 
ance until 1952, when the Derby was brought alive again at 
Cranwood. 

THE OHIO DERBY now is run at a mile and one-eighth for 
three-year-olds. It started as a mile and one-half race in 1876. 

Last year’s $200,000 race was won by Skip Trial, with Jean- 
Luc Samyn riding. Encolure, with Ronald Ardoin up, finished 
second and Jacque L'Heureux with Adam Campola in the saddle 
finished third. Eight went to the post from 77 nominations. 

THE EAST INDIA CUP 

THE EAST INDIA CUP, the trophy which goes to the winner of 
the Ohio Derby, has a colorful history going all the way back 
to 1807. But its presentation to the winner of the Ohio Derby v/as 
first made in 1953, when Find won the event. 

The Cup was made by Benjamin Smith, a famed London silver¬ 
smith, and it was first awarded for exemplary service —to the 
captain of the old English merchant vessel which had beaten 
oft an attack by French pirates. 

A copy of the Cup was brought to America by an antique dealer 
and it was from this dealer, in New York, in 1952, that Thistle¬ 
down purchased the Cup for $400. Names of ail the previous 
winners, going back to the first Ohio Derby winner in 1876, are 
inscribed on the Cup, 

A replica of the Cup is awarded to the owner, trainer and jockey.
